APPROVAL OF PARAMEDIC BASE HOSPITAL AMENDMENTS
(ALL SUPERVISORIAL DISTRICTS)

(3 VOTES)

IT IS RECOMMENDED THAT YOUR BOARD:

Authorize the Director of Health Services (Director), or his designee, to 
execute amendments with 21 hospitals to extend the term of the agreements 
on a month-to-month basis, for up to six months, for the period July, 1, 2012 
through December 31, 2012 for the provision of Paramedic Base Hospital 
(Base Hospital) services. 
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PURPOSE/JUSTIFICATION OF RECOMMENDED ACTION

Approval of the recommended action will allow the Director to execute Base Hospital Amendments, 
substantially similar to Exhibit I, to extend the term of each agreement on a month-to-month basis at 
the discretion of the Director, effective July 1, 2012 through December 31, 2012, for the continued 
provision of base hospital services.  The current agreements expire June 30, 2012. 

The Department of Health Services revised the current agreements to incorporate Board mandated 
language and began negotiations with the 21 base hospitals several months ago.  Some issues 
raised during negotiations as a result of the newly added language have not been resolved.  In order 
to allow time to fully resolve these issues, a six-month extension amendment is necessary.  A 
replacement Base Hospital Agreement should be completed within six months.

The amendments are necessary in order for the Base Hospitals to continue to coordinate Advanced 
Life Support (ALS) services utilizing Emergency Medical Technician-Paramedics (paramedics) to 
deliver emergency medical care through on-line (radio or telephonic) medical control pending 
completion of a multi-year agreement with the Base Hospitals.

Implementation of Strategic Plan Goals

The recommended action supports Goal 3, Integrated Service Delivery, of the County’s Strategic 
Plan.

FISCAL IMPACT/FINANCING

There is no net County cost.  Each Base Hospital pays the County Emergency Medical Services 
(EMS) Agency annual fee to offset the County costs for data collection, monitoring, and evaluation of 
ALS programs.  The amount payable to the County for the period of July 1, 2012 through December 
31, 2012 will be added to the successor agreement.

FACTS AND PROVISIONS/LEGAL REQUIREMENTS

Pursuant to the authority granted under the Emergency Medical Services and Prehospital 
Emergency Medical Care Personnel Act, California Health and Safety Code Division 2.5 ("EMT Act"), 
the County oversees an ALS system that utilizes paramedics for the delivery of emergency medical 
care.  As part of this system, Base Hospitals provide prospective, concurrent, and retrospective 
medical control.

The EMS Act authorizes the local EMS Agency to designate Base Hospitals to provide on line (radio 
or telephonic) medical control to paramedics treating patients in the prehospital setting.  On June 19, 
2007, your Board approved the Base Hospital Agreement with 20 base hospitals in Los Angeles 
County.   On January 19, 2010, your Board approved the Base Hospital Agreement with Antelope 
Valley Hospital, which brought the total to 21 base hospitals (Attachment I). 

County Counsel has approved Exhibit I as to form.

IMPACT ON CURRENT SERVICES (OR PROJECTS)

Approval of the recommendation will ensure that the Base Hospitals will provide the level of program 
services currently offered in the County through December 31, 2012.

WHEREAS, on July 1, 2007, the County and Contractor, entered into Agreement No. H-

______ to provide Paramedic Base Hospital Services; and

WHEREAS, on January 19, 2010, your Board approved Amendment No. __ to

authorize a Paramedic Base Hospital Agreement with Antelope Valley Hospital of

Agreement No. ______; and

WHEREAS, it is the intent of the parties to extend the current amendment for a period

of six months, on a month-to-month basis; and

NOW, THEREFORE, the parties agree as follows:

1. This Amendment shall become effective on July 1, 2012.

2. This Agreement is hereby amended to delete paragraph 2. Term, subparagraph

A. in its entirety and replace it as follows:

“A. The effective date of this Agreement shall become effective upon Board

and EMS Agency approval of Hospital as a base Hospital, and shall continue in

full force and effect to and including December 31, 2012. Unless sooner

terminated, revoked, or canceled, this Agreement shall finally expire at midnight

on December 31, 2012.”
